A Pain of the Belly is fo com- 
mon a Symptom in the Scurvy, that from 
thence, in the German Language, it is called 
Scheurbuyck : This Pain afflicts ſome People al- 
moſt continually, though not to a very violent 
Degree ; but in others the Pains are very acute, 
and frequently are taken for Cholick Pains ; 
but the Fit continuing long, the Pains very 
often ſtretch themſelves into the Loins and 
Back, and terminate at laſt in a Palſy. The 
Reaſon is, becauſe the Nerves of the Loins 
and Meſentery intimately communicate, and 
in a great many Places inoſculate. Pains are 
frequently found in other Places alſo, as -

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the Head, Breaſt, Legs, Cc. I have known a 
great many ſcorbutick Perſons, who were trou- 
bled for along time with the moſt troubleſome 


Pain under the Sternum, ſo that ſome ſuſ- 
pected no leſs than an Aſceſ in the Media- 
ſtinum. Head-achs are more frequent and 
intolerable, as alſo very violent Pains of the

The hot Scurvy is 
more difficult to cure than the cold one; eſpe- 
cially a Scurvy with a Diarrhœa is moſt dan- 
gerous, ſays Eugalenus.

The Baſis of curing the Hypo- 
condriac Diſtemper and the Scvrvy is to be 
laid in the giving Vomits in a large Doſe ; 


ſtrong Purges do hurt. Laxatives are conve- 


nient, for the Body is always to be kept 
open: Tachenius's Caution concerning the Uſe 
of Chalybeats is remarkable ; in thoſe (ſays 
he) whoſe Bowels are tumified and obſtructed, 
and are likely to become ſchirrous, they 


will do no Service. Vinegar is hurtful, but 


yet not ſo are the acid Juices of Vegetables 
and Fruits. Milk and Milk-meats in the 
Scurvy, Univerſals being premiſed, as long 
as the Stomach is yet able to digeſt any thing, 
are reckoned to be beneficial. Mercurials are 
to be avoided, for fear of a Salivation ; Anti- 
monials are rather to be uſed. Chalybeats con- 
tribute very much to the Cure, Digeſtives 
and Emeticks being premiſed, as Sal Digeſti- 
vum Hypochondriacum (that is extracted from 
the Caput Mortuum Sp. Sal. Armon. by Solu- 
tion, Chryſtallization, c.)

The Summary of a Preſcription 
of Dr. Boerbaave, for a certain Engliſh Noble- 
man, for a radical Cure of the Gout, was, as 
I have been inform'd, to this Effect; viz. 
New Milk with a double Quantity 
of Water, laying aſide all other Liquor what- 
ſoever, is only allowed for common Drink ; 
yet Coffee and Tea in a more moderate Quantity, 
with Milk to ſoften them, may be ſometimes 
taken. In the Morning, as ſoon as awake, the 
Concoctions being fully and perfectly made, 
to drink a Pint of Spring Water, and then 
two Hours after to go to Breakfaſt ; for which 
Milk boiled with a little Bread, will be ſuffi- 
cient, Water-gruel with or without Milk ; 
ſometimes Coffee, Tea, or Chocolate ſoftned 
with Milk, Bread and Butter, &c. Nothing 
is to be eat for Dinner, except what is made 
of Oats, Barley, Rice, or Millet-Seeds, the 
Roots of Parſnips, Turnips, Spinnage, Beans 
or Peaſe, &c. Moreover, I do not forbid the 
eating of Fruit when ripe : Pears or Apples 
baked in the Oven amongſt other Eatables, are 
no contemptible ſort of Food; but, above all,

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I recommend Biſket Bread with Milk; ſome- 
times, though ſeldom, freſh Fiſh may be mo- 
derately eaten. Acid and falt Things are to 
be avoided. Let the Supper be Bread and 
Milk. Early going to Bed muſt be enjoined, 
at Nine o Clock at Night, or ſooner. To in- 
dulge Sleep in this Caſe is good; for the more 
Reſt is taken, the better it will be. Dry Rub- 
bing the Limbs Morning and Evening, will be 
of great Advantage; for it diſſipates the Hu- 
mours, and hinders the breeding of Nodes 
and Chalk-Stones. I eſteem Exerciſe amongſt 
the chief Helps : Riding on Horſe-back may 
be much better than being carried in a Cha- 
riot; yet both are uſeful, and they are to be 
uſed very frequently; only have a care in 
uſing Exerciſe, that you do not expoſe your 
ſelf too much to the cold and moiſt Air. But 
if, notwithſtanding theſe Precautions, the Gout 
ſhould ſeize you, and be very violent, which 
is ſcarce credible ; in ſuch Caſe, to take ſome- 
times a Doſe of Laudanum will be adviſeable, 
yet ſparingly, and not without a great Ne- 
ceſſity.

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is ſaid, that if Men are bit by a Serpent or 
Scorpion, they are relieved by Coition; but 
the Women are the worſe for it, according to 
Pliny. This is a ſtrong Argument that the Riſe 
of the Venereal Diſtemper is from ſome ve- 
nomous Cauſe, or Infection. The Bite of a 
Serpent is of all Evils the worſt, and may 
therefore be compared to the Venereal Di- 
ſtemper. Who would ſo much as doubt then 
that the Lues proceeded from thoſe Animals? 
For the Penis is very much ſwelled and ex- 
tended by ſuch venomous Bites; that is, they 
are ſtirred up with Fury and Luſt ; they covet 
nothing more than Copulation. So that the 
Remedy for the Men hat are tainted with it, 
becomes a Calamity to the Women ; and the 
Women being thus infected, the Men are a- 
gain Sufferers, to the great Detriment of their 
Poſterity.

I knew a Gentlewoman 
who, after ſhe had been cured of a Fiſtula 
Lachrymalis by her Surgeon, which ſhe had 
been afflicted with for ſome Years, contracted 
this Infirmity in her upper Eye-lid, not from 
any Wound or Inciſion made in that Place, 
but from a Relaxation of the Fibres of that 
Maſcle, occaſioned by a long Flux of Hu- 


-mours to the Part, What was very remark- 


able with relation to this Caſe was this, that 
this Infirmity was communicated to her Grand- 


ſon by the Force of Imagination; for her 


Daughter, when ſhe was with Child with him, 
living in the ſame Houſe with her Mother, 
and ſeeing her every Day, received the Im- 


preſſion ſo ſtrongly, that ſhe was delivered of 
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a Son marked with the ſame Infirmity, which 


was incurable, and remains with him now he

Theſe Apparitions they aſcribe to Corpuſcles 


ſwimming in the aqueous Humour, which 
form a Cataract: But they are ignorant of 
the Nature of the Eye; for the Corpuſcles 
ſwimming in the aqueous Humour excite no 
Senſation in the Retina; nay, thoſe things that 
adhere to the outſide of the Cornea, repreſent 
no Image of themſelves in the Retina, nor is 
there any Image of a Cicatrix of the Cornea 
to be perceived; nor, if there be one or ſe- 
veral of them, will that occaſion any appear- 
ances of Images flying before the Eyes; for 
ſuch is the Concavity of the Retina, that to 


paint an Object in it, that is to concentrate 


all the Rays in one Point of it, ſent from any 
Point of an Object, the viſible Object ought 
to be removed from the Retina beyond the 


Diſtance of the Cornea from the Bottom of the 


Eye. Hence it follows, that if the Appear- 
ance of Flies, Sc. is joined to an incipient 
Cataract, the Eyes are then affected alſo with 
a Gutta Serena.

But 
the latter Greek Writers take a Glaucoma pro- 
perly and ſtrittiy ſo called, only for a Change 
of the Chryſtaline Humour into an Azure Co- 
lour, which when it happens, the Sight is ob- 
ſcured ; for that Humour loſing its Tranſpa- 
rency, viſible Objects cannot be perfectly 
tranſmitted to the Retina, This Malady is 
known from the appearance of a very remark- 
able Whiteneſs lying deep in the Eye beyond 
the Pupil, and all things are ſeen as through 
Smoak or a Cloud. It is therefore diſtinguiſh- 
ed from a Cataract, becauſe the Whiteneſs ap- 
pears deeper in, whereas in a Cataract it ſeems 
as if it was in the Pupil itſelf, and near the 
Cornea.

An Epiphora is a præterna- 
tural Defluxion of the Eyes, which in England 
is called @ Rheum in the Eyes ; the Eyes conti- 
nually diſcharging a ſharp ſerous Humour, 
which excoriates the Cheeks. 

The Cure, ART. 1065. The curative Intentions are, 
Firſt, a Derivation of the peccant Humour 
elſewhere, by Bleeding Cupping-glaſſes, Veſe- 
catories, Catharticks, &c. Secondly, a Corre- 
ction of the Acrimony by proper Medicines, 
which is moſt commonly happily performed 
by bitter chalybeate Wine: Sometimes Wine 
it ſelf drank liberally cures an Epiphora (eſ- 
pecially in thoſe that are not uſed to drink it) :

Alb. Rhaſis cum Campbora, Sacchar. Saturni 
vel Lap. Calaminaris prep. &c, The Oil of 
Eggs is much recommended as a Detergent. 

ART. 1076. Our old Country-man Mr. 
Baniſter hath reckoned up eight or ten ſorts of

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was affected; wherefore I ordered the ſound 
Eye to be blinded up, ſo that he ſhould not 
be able to make any manner of uſe of it for 
fourteen Days: In the mean while the ſquint- 
ing Eye was only uſed for all his Play ; 
by which means the Equilibrium of the Muſ- 
cle was reſtored, and each Muſcle became equi- 
pollent to its Antagoniſt 3 and when the other 
Eye came to be opened, there was a good 
Harmony between them, and the Squinting 
was entirly cured, and the young Gentleman 
now, for many Years paſt, has not the leaſt 
Blemiſh of that kind.

But we do not meet with any 
thing certain as to this matter, except what 
is delivered by Dr. Bononius, Philof. Tranſat. 
Ne. 283. who (if Credit is to be given to 
him) hath put the matter out of doubt ; for 
he, in the Place cited, hath deſcribed the 
Animalcule in external Shape much like a 
Tortoiſe, and hath given us the Figure of it ; 
and upon farther ſearch hath diſcovered the 
Eggs from whence they are produced by Ge- 
nerafion as faſt as Lice. The curious may ſee 
ſee the Place. |

ART. 1189. An Jmpetigo is very difficult 
to be cured, and is moſt commonly incurable, 
if it degenerates into a leprous Diſorder. No- 
thing but the moſt powerful Remedies that are 
in Nature will take place in curing this Di- 
ſtemper; as Bleeding, mercurial Catharticks, 
medicated }/hey, Steel Waters, expreſſed Juices 
of ſucculent Plants, decoct. e Lignis, chalybeate 


Medicines, Salvation, &c. It often comes on 


upon the Venereal Diſtemper, or an inveterate 
Scurvy. Bathing ſometimes does harm; I 
have known a great many not very bad of an 
impetigo, who going to Bath, have returned 
wholly Lepers. I have often found the purg- 
ing Waters do a great deal of ſervice againſt 
a flight Impetiigo; Tunbridge Waters are 
better, &c. But above all, viperine Medicines 
in this Diſtemper, as alſo in an Elephantiafis 
and the Leproſy it ſelf have very powerful 
Effects. Amongſt Topicks, Baths, or Lini- 
ments made of Tar, are far to be preferred 
to any others whatever, forms of both kinds 
are laid down by the Author. The ftrongeſt 
are mercurial Omtments.

Cuticle is ſeparated. The firſt and chief Buſi- 
neſs is to hinder Puſtles from riſing ; and this 
is done by dipping the Place burnt as ſoon as 
poſſible in Oil or hot Water, or holding it to 
the Fire; for Fire is the Antidote of the Miſ- 
chief done by burning. Hence Onions bruiſed 
in a Mortar with Salt, and a little Soap, ex- 
tract the fiery Particles. 

ART. 1204. In the ſecond Degree, the Part 
is preſently puffed up, grows red, is painful, 
burns and heats, and the very moment Puſtles 
ariſe, and the Patient complains of a ſtretch- 
ing of the Skin; for it is contracted and thick- 
ened by the Force of the Fire.

* moſt takes Life away, and moſt commonly 
« immoderat? Hæmorrbages conclude the 
% doleful Tragedy, bringing on much de- 
e fired and welcome Death.” A Cataplaſm 
of Cicuta powerfully palliates a Cancer (but 
Care 1s to be taken, leſt it excoriates the Skin), 
Jues in proper Places are to be made by actu- 
al Cautery. Inwardly Purges are to be given 
of Hellebor. and Merc.

ART. 1318. A Sarcocele, or Hernia Carnoſa, 
is a Tumour from the preternatural growth of 
ſuperfluous Fleſh : It moſt commonly happens 
upon a Bruiſe or Blow, and from an inſenſible 
Beginning is gradually increaſed otherwiſe 
than in other Tumours of the Teſticles: It is 
attended with little Pain, but there is felt a 
Senſation of Weight in the Scrotum. It is a 
© true Sarcoma, or rather a Schirrous Tumour, 
and there is always a Danger, leſt in pro- 
« cels of Time it ſhould degenerate into a 
% Cancer; and therefore timely Caſtration is 
e to be ordered, of which Chirurgical Wri- 
e ters may be conſulted. The ſuperfluous 
„ Fleſh ſometimes grows to the ſecond com-

The Bones are ſaid to be lux- 
ated, when the Heads of them are removed 
out of their natural Places; and this Luxa- 
tion is moſt commonly cauſed by external 
Force, but ſometimes ariſes from an internal 
Cauſe ; for this Misfortune ſometimes happens 
to thoſe who are infected with the Scurvy, 
or ſubject to Catarrhs; for in theſe the 
nervous Fibres are relaxed, and reſolved, and 
almoſt become inſenſible, ſo that a Scorbutick 
Palſy often enſues. 

-ART. 1338. A Luxation 1s twofold, viz. 
perfelt, when the Bone is altogether moved 
from its Place; or imperfect, when the Bone 
is not wholly thruſt out of its Place, but ſticks 
yet in the Margin of its Cavity. 

ART. 1339. The Thigh-bone, of all others, 
is the leaſt liable to a Diſlocation, and the 
Luxation of it is the hardeſt of all to cure; 
in grown Perſons it is ſeldom or never re- 
duced, but leaves a perpetual Lameneſs, 
The Reaſon is becauſe the ſtrong Liga- 
ment, by which it is bound in its Cavity, 
is either broke, or very much relaxed. It 
« 1s very probable (as Mr. Cheſelden obſerves 
« in two Diſſections, Anat. p. 33.) that the 
Bone of the Thigh is ſeldom or never Lux- 
te ated, and that @ Fracture of the Neck of 
* that Bone, is often taken for a Luxation,

ART. 1340. As to the Cure of a Luxation ; The Cure.

Diſtilld Oil of Tartar is a hor- 
rible Medicine in reſpect of its Smell, but a 
noble one in reſpect of its Efficacy: Medi- 
cines prepared ex Lumbricis are convenient, 
both internally and externally. I have learn'd 
by Experience, that an Egg beat up with Ol. 
Teberinth, and a little Vinegar, is a moſt uſe- 
ful Remedy in Luxations, and ſatisfies all In- 
tentions, Bellaſte. That alſo of Mr. Boyle 
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is good, to wit, Furfur Tritici boiled in Vine- 
gar: This laſt may do for a recent Sprain, 
where the Bones are not diſlocated.

Fractures oftner happen in old People than 
in young, becauſe their Bones are drier, and 
conſequently more brittle. 


ART. 1342. Longitudinal Fractures of the Lorgitudinal. 


Bones, that is, Fiſſures, are difficult to be 
known, but eaſily cured ; if neglected, or not 
rightly cured, they occaſion an Ulcer, eſpeci- 
ally if a Caries happens in the Place of the 
Fiſſure, they are very dangerous, -and often 
occaſion a neceſſity of cutting off the Limb. 


ART. 1343. Tranſverſe Fractures are eaſily Tranſverſe.

The Cure of Wounds conſiſts 
in the Union of the Parts that have been diſ- 
united, which is only the Work of Nature, 
which by the Aſſiſtance of the nutritious Juice 
diſtributed to all the Parts, gradually renews 
and reſtores them; and the Surgeon's Buſi- 
neſs is here to aſſiſt her, by obſerving and at- 
tending her Steps in this good Work, firſt by 
removing the external Impediments, and then 
by applying Remedies, which are benign and 
friendly to the Part, called Vulneraries and 
Balſamicks. For internal Uſe, during the Cure 
of Wounds, Vulneraries and Alkalies are good; 
amongſt which Mum Græcum, Cancri Fluvia- 
tiles, Mercurialia, &c. are of great Account.

Wound, and diſpoſe the cutaneous Parts about 
the Lips of it to Calloſity. 

What follows concerning the Uſe and Abuſe 
of Tents, and the dreſſing of Wounds but ſel- 
dom, I have taken out of a Book that is ſcarce 
and hard to be got, De rara Medicatione Vul- 
nerum, written by Johannes Baptiſta Magatus. 

ART. 1356. Tents and Doſſils are to be 
look'd upon as extraneous Bodies, troubleſome 
to the Part affected, Nature always endeavour- 
ing to force them out; they diſtend the 
wounded Part, compreſs it, and are a Bur- 
then to it, and therefore expoſe it to the dan- 
ger of Fluxion. Nevertheleſs, ſometimes the 
uſe of Tents and Doſſils is on particular Oc- 
caſions to be admitted, and neceſlary, and in 
no wiſe to be rejected; as for Inſtance, in ſome 
complicated Caſes, when the healing up of the 
Wound ought to be declared difficult, as when 
the Viſcera are wounded, or Matter is con- 
tained in the Cavity of the Abdomen or Tho- 
rax, or is collected under the Cranium. In 
ſuch like Caſes the Roman Surgeons, to give 

4 New Me- them their due Praiſe, for many Years back, 
_ A curins from long and ſedulous Obſervation, inſtituted 
bs a ncw Method of curing Wounds, which con- 
ſiſted in opening the Wounds more ſeldom, 
and leaving greater Intervals between their 
Dreſſings than was cuſtomary. This they 
found out by Experience rather than by Rea- 
ſoning, and any Deductions from the Doctrine 
of the Ancients. This Method Cæſar Ma- 
gatus cultivated, and endeavoured to reduce 
into Practice. Ludovicus Septalius, the molt 
famous Ornament of [taly. was mightily 
"TH with it and made uſe of it in his 
ractice with good Succels, and nn, 
| e 
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ed it in his Writings. As often as a Wound 


is opened and uncovered, ſo often Nature is 


diſturbed and diverted from her proper Work; 
and though one might expect Advantage from 
the Application of freſh Medicines, yet the 
Detriment proceeding from the frequent open- 
ing, is greater than the Benefit of the new 
Medicines, the Virtue of which the Wound of- 
ten does not ſtand in need of ; for the healing 
of the Wound is the Work of Nature only. The 
State and Condition of a Wound may be judged of 
without opening it ſ frequently as is uſually 
done ; yet however in ſome Caſes the opening 
and uncovering it is very neceſſary, to wit, 
when any manual Operation is neceſſary, as to 
remove ſome extraneous Body, or to pull out 
the Splinter of a Bone, Sc. When proud 
Fleſh riſes, or when there is a Suſpicion of a 
great deal of ſordid Matter, when there is a 
violent Pain, Eroſion or Itching : Under theſe 
and the like Circumſtances, Wounds are to be 
opened, that theſe Inconveniencies may be re- 
lieved by proper Remedies. 


ART. 1357. By Parity of Reaſon Experi- ce 


ence teaches, that the ſame Method of Cure 
may be transferred from Wounds to Ulcers, 
and that with the like happy Succeſs : We 
have often ſeen deplorable Ulcers very offici- 
oully treated, with a great many Medicines, 
at laſt eaſily cured in this way, the Bodies be- 
ing firſt cleanſed of cacochymical Humours, and 
the Ulcers deterged of ſordid Matter.

cer is either /mple or complicated, ſinuous, fi- 
ſtulous, cancerous, &c. Old Ulcers occaſion a 
waſting of the bop flow Fevers, and other 
Accidents, as well as Ulcers of the Lungs. 

ART. 1367. Old Ulcers are ſeldom cured The Cure. 
without the uſe of Internals; and theſe 
ought to be Abſorbers of Acids, Openers of 
ObſtruFions, and Sudorijicks , eſpecially De- 
coctions of the Woods, Antimonials, Viperines 
and Volatiles: Amongit Purgatives, Ex- 
tract. Hellebor. Mgr. with Mercur. Dulc. is 
the beſt; but Emeticks often repeated, are 
preferred, to render the Cure of Ulcers eaſy: 

For when theſe and ſuch like Internals are 
altogether neglected. moſt commonly the Sur- 
geons Endeavours are in vain. In ſtubborn, 
and other incurable Ulcers, Salvation itſelf 
is to be made uſe of. Old Ulcers ſometimes 
cannot be healed, unleſs an ue be made on 
the oppoſite Side.

. « ſeveral other Secretions, is ſeparated by 


the Glands, and paſſes off through the 
* Ducts of the uterine Glands, ſituated there 
for that very Purpoſe, as manifeſtly ap- 
* pears at the Diſſection of thoſe Parts. 
The Menſes are conſiderably more viſcid 
* and thick than the reſt of the Blood, 
* and have generally an ungrateful and un- 
* uſual Smell, very different from what is 

2 „drawn 
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« drawn off by Bleeding, or flows from an 
« Hemorrhage. *Tis true, they are red, 
« which is owing to the Serum and Globules 
« of the Blood being diſcharged together 
„% with them, occaſioned by the Communi- 
« cations in thoſe Ducts more than ordina- 
“ rily enlarged ; by which means the Mat- 
« ter ejected is a Compound of Blood and 
* the forementioned glutinous, thick and 
_« viſcid Humour. The Quantity diſcharged 
« ata Time in a healthy and natural State, 
* 1s ordinarily from about five or ſix Ounces 
„ to eight or ten at moſt, and not from 
twenty to thirty, according to that fore- 
* mentioned Author. The Fcetus in the 
Womb is wholly nouriſhed by the Chyle 
* of the Mother, conveyed with the Blood 
* through the umbilical Veſſels, and not 
* from the menſtruous Blood ; nor is the

ART. 1426. A Mola is eaſily diſtinguiſhed 
from a true Conception by its Motion, which 
is but tremulous and palpitating ; nor does it 
happen upon every Change of Situation, as in 
a true Conception; beſides, a Mola falls with 
a dead heavy Weight from ſide to fide as of- 


ten as the Woman turns herſelf in the Bed: 


Moreover, a true Conception may be diſcern'd 
from a Mola, by the Shape of the Abdomen; 
which in a true Conception riſes chiefly to- 
wards the Navel, and is pointed, each ſide 
being at the ſame time ſomewhat depreſſ'd; 
whereas in the Caſe of a Mola, the Abdomen 
is diſtended equally every way. The Breaſts 
indeed ſwell, but there is no real Milk in 
them, but a crude Matter ariſing from a Sup- 
preſſion of the Menſes. Molas are attended 
with Danger when alone; they continue in 
many Women for ſeveral Years together; nay, 
in ſome, even to old Age ; they ſometimes 
occaſion no other Inconvenience than an Un- 
eaſineſs and Weight. 

ART. 1427. For bringing away a Mola, 
bleeding is firſt neceſſary, then briſk purging, 
repeated, as the Patient's Strength will allow; 
and, laſtly, ſuch Medicines as tend ro promote 
the menſtrual Flux, particularly ſuch as are 
efficacious in expelling a dead Fetus, and 
forcing away the After- birth: Peſſaries are often 
uſed for this purpoſe. If theſe Methods fail 
of their defired Succeſs, we muſt have re- 
courſe to a ſkilful Surgeon, Women have 
fometimes various other monſtrous and pre- 
ternatural Births, as may be ſeen in the Wri- 
tings of practical Authors.

From which Symptoms, Women in this Con- 
dition believe themſelves to be with Child ;

its Texture; which being ready to burſt, Na- 
ture ſupplies with ſome Veſicles, or Bladders, 
for the Reception of the Humour, and theſe 
at length breaking, and emptying themſelves 
into the Cavity of the Abdomen, produce 
Symptoms reſembling thoſe of an Aſcites.

A right Line is the Rule of its 
ſelf, and of an oblique one ; ſo that whoever 
knows the true and natural Form of the Pel- 
vis, will be eaſily able to diſtinguiſh a wrong 
Diſpoſition of it.

Pains are requiſite to produce a happy and 
ſpeedy Delivery, ruſhing on like a Storm in 
their due Time and Manner ; by which Pains 
the Muſcles of the Abdomen and Inteſtines 
being ſtrongly contracted, make ſuch a De- 
preſſion and Impulſe upon the Uterus, as if 
they would force it out of the Body: By theſe, 
thus ſtrongly forcing, the Mouth of the Womb 
is open'd, the Fætus brought forward, and 
the Birth procured ; but it ſometimes hap- 
pens that theſe Pains are ſlight and ineffectu-

ART. 1506, Children's Pulſes are accelera- 
ted, or other ways varied by ſo many Cauſes, 
that no certain Judgment can be thereon 
founded. Their Urine in a perfect State of 
Health is commonly very turbid, ſo that no 
uſeful Indication can ariſe from thence. 

ART. 1057. The Procatar&tic Cauſes of 
Infants Diſorders are various; as ſometimes an 
hereditary Diatheſis, or malignant Diſpoſition, 
ariſing from the State and Condition of the 
firſt Principles of Generation; or from the 
Mother, during her Time of Geſtation ; after 
theſe, their Cauſes and Effects may be re- 
duced to the four following Heads.

the Uſe of ſpirituous Liquors. The Bowels of 
Infants, on whatever Cauſe it may originally 
depend, moſt commonly abound with ſo great 
a Degree of Acidity, as impedes the natural 
Chylification; and the nutritious Juices, in- 
ſtead of being duly concocted, are changed 
into a Coagulum, which is the Primordium of 
almoſt all their Diſorders. And that ſuch a 
Coagulation depends on, or 1s at leaft derived 
from ſuch a Degree of Acidity much oftner 
than from any other Cauſe, will be evident, 
if we may credit our Senſes themſelves, or 
obſerve that the true and ſucceſsful Method of 
Cure depends chiefly upon ſuch Medicines as 
are proper to ſheath thoſe acid Particles, and 
diſſolve Coagulations.

This previous Preparation of the Acid is not 
to be attempted by Medicines ſtrictly called 
Sudorificks, but rather by Abſorbents, ſuch 
as the Teſtaceous Powders.

Salts, and volatile Spirits, ought not here to 
be uſed, on account of their being ſo very 
diſagreeable to ſuch tender Bodies.

Whether any thing be Poiſon or not, is 
determined entirely, according to him, by the 
Quantity taken. Meat or Drink of any kind 
taken to exceſs, proves often Poiſon in the 
Event, or, which is the ſame thing, cauſes a 
violent Death. But when we ſpeak of Poiſons, 
thoſe alone muſt be conſidered as ſuch, the 
ſmalleſt Portion of which is to a human Body 
remarkably injurious. '

16, 
Poiſons, he muſt acknowledge they owe 
char Riſe and Progreſs to one or both theſe 
crimonious Properties, either latent or ap- 
parent. As ſoon as either of them appear, 
then are they vigorouſly active, the Corrup- 
tion of the Juices is perceived, and forthwith 
their malignant Nature; as often as either 
lurks concealed, ſlow and gentle is their Acti- 
on, the Humours are not ſo ſpeedily vitiated, 
and the Malignity but by little and little diſ- 
covers itſelf.

Poiſons. bly annoy'd by Poiſons two ways, either as 
they are inwardly taken, or as they may by 
outward Attack inſinuate themſelves, 1 ſhall 
treat of both ſeparately ; and firſt of thoſe 
which are taken inwardly.

* ſoon after a ſurpriſing Change of the Pulſe and 
Motion of the Heart, Failure of Strength, 
Preſſure of the Heart, Palpitation, Faintings, 
Swoonings, Giddineſs, Dimneſs of Sight, 
Tremblings, Convulſions, Hiccoughs, Inſen- 
ſibility, gnawing Pains, and ſometimes Eroſi- 
ons of the Stomach and Inteſtines, Thirſt, Sup- 
preſſion of Urine, vomiting of filthy Matter, 
Looſeneſs, Coldneſs of the extream Parts, 
cold Sweats, Swelling of the Tongue, Black- 
neſs and Swelling of the Lips, Diſtenſion and 
Swelling of the Stomach and Hypochondria ; 
ſometimes the whole Body is ſwell'd and 
bloated, abundance of black Eruptions ap- 
pearing on its Surface, and Death art laſt brings 
up the Rear. But all theſe Circumſtances and 
ymproms are not incident alike to all Per-

or ſlower in Execution, according to the 
Quantity, Quality, or other Circumſtances. 
The Prognoſtic is chiefly to be taken from 
the Number and Violence of the Symptoms; 
if upon ſpeedy Application of proper Medicines 
the Patients are relieved, there are Ho 

of Life : But it often happens, upon the Re- 
covery, that the Body contracts ſo ill a 
Habit from the Poiſon, as ſtubbornly adheres, 


and a long time after exerts itſelf, being 


the Parent of many and dangerous Diſtempers. 
That the Indians, and from them the — 
have atttain'd ſuch Skill in poiſoning, as 
ſhall certainly diſpatch at a certain prede- 
termined Time, as at the End of a Week, a 
Month, or Year is mere Fiction and a vulgar 
Error; for be the Malignity what it will, 
Nature at all Times exerts its utmoſt Powers 
in oppoſing it, and, if equal to the Attack, 
checks and fruſtrates it. 
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ART. 1578. The common Indications for 74, Cure. 


this purpoſe are in general only two: Fit, 


To recal, as it were, and fetch back the Poiſon 
the ſame way by which it entered, if poſſibly 
it may be done : Next, that it may entirely be 
defeated by proper Alexipharmics. We are 
very apt to think, that the Alexipharmic 
and Bezoardic Medicines, which for the moſt 
part are called Cordials, do not properly act 
againſt, or attack the Poiſon itſelf, but only 
ſtrengthen and enable the Body to expel the 
Enemy, and ſo by Accident only are ſervice- 
able in theſe Caſes. From what precedes, it 
appears plainly, that all Expedients muſt be 
uſed, that the Poiſon inwardly taken be forth- 
with diſcharged ; and that a Vomit may moſt 
conveniently anſwer the End; it muſt not be 


over ſtrong, ſharp or corroding, but gentle, 


and 
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ſuitable Diet muſt be enjoined, and a Milk 
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and prepared of ſuch Things as are of an 
oily and mucilaginous Nature, and may obtund 
and blunt the acrimonious Property of the 
Poiſon. Whatever of this kind offers itſelf, 
muſt be immediately uſed, for Delay is 
deſtruftive. Warm Water mix'd with a good 
Quantity of Oil, is as effectual as any thing; 
that wanting, Butter may ſupply the Place; 
fat and mucilaginous Broths are very proper. 


The mere provoking a Vomit is inſignificant; 


it muſt bę continued even till there is no 


Appearance of any poiſonous Remains from 


Taſte, Smell, Qualm, Pain, or Gnawing of the 
Stomach, or the like. If any of the Poiſon 
hath made its Way into the Guts, which is 
often the Caſe, they muſt be waſhed and 


' cleanſed by a repeated Injection of Clyſters, 


Some gentle Purges muſt be taken, that the 
upper Part of the Inteſtines may be freed. 
Caſa, Manna, Rhubarb, and the like, are 
proper; Emulſions alſo of Amyg. Dulc. Melon. 
don. Gum. Arab. &c. with Hr. de Althz4. 
If in the Body at laſt are any Remains of the 
Poiſon, they muſt be diverted from the Heart 
and Bowels, thrown out upon the Surface, and 


. diſcharged by Sweats, which Alexipharmics 


alſo are effeftual for, and ought not to be 
diſcontinued, till all the peccant Matter be 
quite diſlodged. Venice Treacle is deſervedly 
allowed by the common Suffrage of the 
Public to be the prime Antidote; but it is to 
be given in a larger Doſe than common, to 
two or three Drachms (as obſerved by Dr. 
Harris in Pharmacolog. Antiempir. p. 285.) 
But this Rule is not always to be followed, 
eſpecially when we have to do with Poiſons 
of a narcotic Quality. In the mean time a

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one is principally recommended by the beſt 
of Authors. Other Eatables ſhould be fat 
and unctuous. Jelly Broths of Calf's Feet, 
Shavings of Ivory, Hart's Horn, Sc. are 
very ſerviceable.

AR r. 1580. Hemlock and Wolf-bane of all Hemlick and 
Plants are moſt baneful, and very frequently 4coniturr. 


diſtinguiſhed as ſuch by ancient Writers. It 
appears in Authors from innumerable Inſtances, 
that the Leaves of Hemlock are poiſonous, 
alſo the Root, and the Juice expreſſed : Its 
Leaves are ſometimes gathered, by a fatal 
Miſtake, inſtead of Chervi/ or Parſley, and eaten 
in Sallads : The Roots likewiſe unwarily taken 
for Parſnips, have been of fatal Conſequence. 
The deſtructive Nature of its Juice ſufficiently 
appears from the Athenian Cuſtom of giving 
Draughts of it to condemned Male factors. 
By this the Great Socrates, the wiſeſt of the 
Philoſophers, is ſaid to have been taken off: 
But whether this Attic Poiſon was the very 


Juice of this Plant, or otherwiſe compounded, 


may admit of ſome Enquiry, though here 
no way requiſite.

The Indications for Cure are 
Cure. to free the Stomach immediately from the 
Hemlock, to check and ſubdue the acrimo- 
nious Quality, to recruit the vital Spirits 
which have been impaired by the Violence of 
the Symptoms, to raiſe thoſe that are ſunk by 
the irregular and interrupted Motion of the 
Blood, to repair the Damage done to the 
Stomach or Intettines by inflaming, excori- 
ating or exulcerating, and to reſtore and pre- 
ſerve the Body by a proper and laudable Rule 
of Diet. The ſhorteſt, ſureſt and ſafeſt Me- 
thod of diſcharging the Malignancy is by a 
I | ſeaſonable 
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ſeaſonable Vomit, nor is the ſtrongeſt requi- 
ſite, becauſe the Hemlock itſelf, by its con- 
ſtringent Property, will be ſufficiently apt to 
provoke and irritate: Large and repeated. 
Draughts of warm Water and Oil will anſwer 
the Purpoſe. To promote Vomiting in this 
Caſe, fat Broths are proper, Decoctum Hordei cum 
Oleo ſimplici, Agua tepida cum Butyro, Lac cum 
Oleo & Butyro, ſincerum aut Aqua dilutum, 
Cereviſia cum Oleo & Butyro, Oleum Lini vel 
Nucis of themſelves are nauſeous; fitter there- 
fore for facilitating a Vomit mix'd with warm 
Water, Milk, Barley-gruel, Ale, or Broths of 
any kind, which one and all take off and qua- 
lify the Sharpneſs and Pungency of the Poi- 
ſon. Theſe Endeavours muſt be continued

as Oxymel ſcilliticum, Sal. Vitrioli, decoct. cort. 
virid. jugland. decoctum fol. Nicotianæ, &c. 
While this Trial is made, fat and unctuous. 
Clyſters muſt be injected, and Suppoſitories 
thruſt into the Anus ex Melle & Sale cocti. Hier. 
Picr. Sapone Sal. Gem. vel Alumine, &c. for 
Clyſters and Suppoſitories are apt to diſpoſe 
the periſtaltic Motion of the Guts, then ir- 
regular, to their proper and downward In- 
clination. To give a Purge, unleſs the 
moſt gentle, is ſcarcely conſiſtent with Practice. 
All the Poiſon being thus evacuated from the 
Stomach and Inteſtines, then muſt we fly to 
generous Wine and Alexipharmics. Theriaca, 
Mit bridatium, Electuarium Orvietam m, and 
the like, are principal Antidotes. Their Effi- 
cacy conſiſts in thinning and diluting the

Morning, ſtrolling about the Meads, met with 
theſe Roots by the Side of a Rivulet, which 
with a piece of broken Candleſtick, that un- 
luckily offered itſelf, they dug up. Being 
highly delighted with the Work, and now 
pretty well furniſhed, they cry one to another, 
What charming young Carrets are here! then 
by mutual Inducement greedily fall to, not 
through Hunger, but Wantonneſs. Well, 
what was the Conſequence? Home they go, 
begin to ſicken, but not a Word of the Car- 
rots. Theſe Children were three Brothers and 
a Siſter, whoſe Father alone was at that time 
living. The youngeſt Boy was not yet four 
Years old, nor the eldeſt nine: The middle 
one about five, and the Girl ſix or ſeven. 
There was nothing but Crying and Howling z 
the Father amazed at the Sight of his Chil 

1 dren 
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dren could no way account for the Diſorder, 
Not long after they were taken ſpeechlefs, 
ſeized with a Giddineſs, and fell with their 
Faces to the Ground. Terrible Convulſions 
with an entire Privation of the Senſes ſuc- 
ceeded. They all caſt their Stomachs ; the 
Girl purged upwards and downwards ; ſome- 
times in lucid Intervals they eat and drank, 
The Father was aſtoniſhed at, and bemoaned 
with a Flood of Tears the miferable Meta- 
morpbaſis of his Children; nor could he help 
giving into the vulgar Notion of Charm and 
Sorcery, as the Cauſe of theſe Diſtractions. 
Great Fnquiry was made between their Fits, 
when they were come a little to themſelves, 
about what they had eaten, but nothing ex- 


traordinary was confeſs'd. After this, upon 


ſearching their Pockets, were found Pieces of 
a certain Root; on the Diſcovery of which, 
all that could ſpeak acknowledged they had 
eaten of it, which gave immediate Suſpicion of 
Poiſon. Upon this a Meſſenger was diſpatched 
to me with a Sample. As Fortune would have 
it I was no Stranger to what was brought; but 
being at that Time otherwiſe engaged, I ſent 
an Apothecary with proper Materials and my 
beſt Inſtructions, who, as I imagined, found 
the poor Children almoſt expiring ; now one, 
now another, now all together labouring un- 
der epileptic Paroxyſms, with violent Con- 
vulſions and foaming Mouths. By my Di— 
rections he gave them a good deal of Oil, 
with large and frequent Draughts of warm 
Water. Having firſt pumped clean, as it were, 


the Stomach, I made uſe of my favourite 


Medicine on ſuch Occaſions, the Jinctura Be- 
zoardica. Depending on this, I thought every 


thing elſe needleſs, and only indulged them with 


a little 
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a little Wine in their fainting Fits. A Doſe of 
this Tincture for the eldeſt was a Spoonful 
and half, and for each of the little ones lefſer 
Quantities, according to their Ages, in a 
Draught of Ale; their Diet in the mean 
time was Broth and Milk-Meats. Within 
twenty-four Hours two were reſtored to their 
former Health, though much weakened. More 
ſlow was the Recovery of the other two, nor 
was the Malignity diſcharged in leſs than five 
or ſix Days. Itook care that frequent Cly- 
ſters ſhould be injected, and probably uſed 


other Remedies, which now eſcape my Me- 


mory. They all, though with great difficul- 
ty, did well; and are now, at the Penning of 
this, living to atteſt it.

The Napellus, growing on the Tops 
of the Alps, is of a moſt virulent Nature, and 
deſervedly judged the firſt among the vepe- 
table Poiſons ; but being tranſplanted in Gar- 


dens of a moiſter Soil, loſes much of its Ma- 


Iignity. | 

ART. 1590. The Napellus inwardly taken 
cauſes the following Symptoms, as Swelling of 
the Lips, Tongue, Eyes, and the whole Face, 
a Weight upon the Breaſt, Preſſure of the 
Heart, Trembling of the Part, Giddineſs, 
Swoonings, Horror, Madneſs, Lethargy, all 
which are certain Attendants of the Infection, 
which if the Patient poſſibly gets over, yet 
is he afterwards miſerably preyed upon by a 
Hectic Fever. 

ART. 1591. As for Remedies, the Radix 
contrayerv. from Zj. to 3j. with Theriaca or 
Mithridatium, is a principal one (the Poiſon 
being firſt diſcharged by Vomiting, and other 
general Means uſed, as in Art. 1578.) Some 
extol the Juice of Radiſbes as a ſovereign Cure; 
ſome again have as great an Opinion of Lapis 
Bezoar. Oriental. founded on an Experiment 
of Maithiolus made on two condemned Male- 
factors. 

ART. 1592. Cocculus indicus, are Berries de- 
ſervedly reckoned among Poiſons : The Progreſs 
and Severity of their Symptoms in Beaſts (ac- 
cording to Wepber's Experiments) are equal to 
thoſe which refult from the Cicuta Aquatics

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in Men. They certainly are of a virulent and 
irritating Property not unlike to White Helle- 
bore, For the Manner of Cure therefore we 
refer you to the preceding Article 1583. 
ART. 1593. The Yew or Taxus, in its Leaf, Taxu. 

Per- 
ſons receiving an Infection from it, feel an 
univerſal Chill over the Body, are under Ap- 
prehenſion of being ſtrangled, affected with 
a violent Loofeneſs, and for the moſt part 
ſuddenly carried off. Proper Evacuation be- 
ing made by Vomiting, ſome generous Wine 
muſt be drank, with an Infuſion of Fol. 1b/ys.

Sem. Cardamom. with other Aromatics. For 
the Fever and Looſeneſs Terra Sigillata, Bo- 
lus Armen. Lapis Bezoar. Coral, Rubr. Rad. 
Tormentil, &c. are very requiſite.

cacy in many Caſes is ſingularly uſeful, and 
worthy of the higheſt Encomiums, which 


in extream Diſtreſs indulges with Sweet- 


neſs of Sleep and Mitigation of Pain, quali- 
fying and compoſing the human Frame _ 
in great Diſorder and Perturbation, when gi 
ven in too large a Doſe, beyond all dif] we 
at once commences Poiſon ; and althoug 

one Light its Aſpect be fair and engaging, in 
another it is baneful and terrible. The great- 
eſt Caution therefore mult attend the Uſe of 
it, and Care taken left Opiates at any time be 
promiſcuouſly or extravagantly given: For

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and Applauſe by a conſtant dozing of his Pa- 
tients out of their Pain, flatters them into 
greater Evils, and compliments with Perdi- 
tion. But this by the Way only Opium 
falls not under my Conſideration any otherwiſe 
than as Poiſon. 

ART. 1595. The Effects of Opium are as 
follow, a Heat of Stomach and ſeeming Weight 
there, a Kind of Chearfulneſs at firſt with the 
Sardonic Laugh, a Relaxation and Weakneſs of 
every Part, Alienation of Mind, Loſs of 
Memory, Dimneſs of Sight from a Relaxation 
of the Tunicæ, with Repreſentation of various 
Colours, actual Blindneſs, Stammering of 
Tongue, Dozineſs, Slowneſs of Pulſe, Fluſhing 


of Face, Laxity of the lower Jaw, Swelling of 


the Lips, Difficulty of Breathing, Fury and 
Madneſs, Lechery, great Itching of the Skin, 
Inclination to vomit, Giddineſs, lethargic 
Affections and apoplectic Vomitings, Hic- 
coughs, irregular Pulſe, Convulſions, cold 
Sweats, Faintings, cold Exſpiration, Death. 
All theſe Symptoms ſcarcely appear in all 
Perſons, but ſome in one, and ſome in others. 
according to the Difference of Conſtitutions 
and Quantities given. - 

ART. 1596. The Cure principally conſiſts 
(as in all Poiſons taken inwardly) in giving a 
Vomit z and if the Malignity hath got into 
the Inteſtines, that ſharp Clyſters be injected, 
and at laſt a Doſe of Cream of Tartar be pre- 
ſcribed. After Application of proper Anti- 
dotes, among which the Lixivial Salts are 
moſt eminent, as alſo White Soap, or Soap of 
Tartar rather, if it can be procured, a 
Draught of old Wine, or Spirit of Wine 
with the Yolk of an Egg, is very uſeful for 
taking off the reſinous, that is, the moſt per- 
nicious 
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nicious part of the Opium, which cleaves to 
the Stomach : Recourſe laſtly muſt be had 
to acid Medicines ; the Patient rouſed up, and 
by ſome means or other kept in Action; ex- 

ſed naked to the Air; and, in Extremity, im- 
merſed in cold Water. 


ART. 1597. Black Henbane is a common Hyeſcyamus. Fs 


Plant of a ſoporific and poiſonous Property, 
eaſily betraying itſelf by the Noiſomneſs of 
its Smell. From eating the Root, Leaves or 
Seeds, ariſe the following Symptoms ; Drineſs 
of the Jaws and Tongue, Numbneſs of Limbs, 


Languor of Spirits, Itching all over, Altena- 


tion of Mind, Yawning, Delirium, Giddineſs, 
Loſs of Sight, Difficulty of Breathing, Suffo- 
cation. For the Cure, conſult the laſt Article. 


ART. 1598. The baneful Night-ſhade is a Solanum. 


malignant and ſtupifying Plant. Children 
ſometimes unwarily cat its Berries under the 
Name of wild Cherries. The Symptoms at- 
tending the eating are theſe, intenſe Thirſt, 
Hoarſeneſs, Pain of the Stomach, profound 
Sleep, Privation of Reaſon, Delirium, Diſten- 
ſion of the Hypochondria, Apoplectic Aﬀec- 
tions, Death. 


ART. 1599. The Mandragora is of the J/arg-agere 
ſame deadly and narcotic Quality, as ſome and Corias- 
have affirmed ; but of Coriandrum it is yet am. 


matter of ſome diſpute among Beotaniſts and 
Phyſicians. 


ART. 1600, The Nux Vomica is a virulent Nax wemica. 


Narcotic, very expeditious in the diſpatch of 
Dogs and Cats : Upon the ſwallowing ſome 
of it, they die within a few Hours convulſed ; 
and we may reaſonably ſuppoſe it would have 
the ſame Effect on the human Species. Com- 
mon Experience proves it equally pernicious 
to Birds; for the Powder fprinkled upon Fleſh, 
will commonly decoy and kill Ravens, Crows, 
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and the like. For the Cure, fee the Article 
of Opium (1596.)—— 

ART. 1601. Theſe narcotic Plants laſtly 
treated of little differ from the Nature of Ops. 
um, either in their Malignity or Manner of 
Operation. For Brevity's ſake therefore the 
Reader is referred to the Article on that Sub- 
ect. (1595) 

ART. 1602. Muſhrooms are the loweſt and 
baſeſt kind of Vegetables, of which if ſome 
are abſolutely, poiſonous, and come not under 
the denomination of Eatables, yet others in- 
deed are ſurpriſingly delicious to nicer Palates. 
All the Species of them are pernicious z and 
Seneca did ingeniouſly call them a voluptu- 
ous Poiſon. Athanafius Kircher, in his Book 
de Peſte, writes to this Effect: The Fungus 
of every ſort is fraught with noxious and vi- 
rulent Properties; and although they are not 
immediately offenſive, yet in ſome com 
of Time, by the Operation of the Viſcera on 
them, the hitherto latent Evil diſplays itſelf. 
Away then with theſe woful Delicacies, theſe 
treacherous Gratifications. What, is a Pleaſure 
ſo precarious to be ſo highly rated? Is Life 
then fo burthenſome, that we ſhould give it 
up for ſo trifling a Morſel? And ſhould we put 
even Death upon the Spur, that is already on 
the Gallop towards us? Thus, alas! we ſhort- 
en a Being, of which we firſt received a lon- 
ger Leaſe; and are ſo far from the appearance 
of Frugality, that we are even prodigal in the 
Conſumption of it. |

The fourth 
Day finding myſelf worſe, and my Strength 
much impaired, a kind of Giddineſs alſo at- 
tending my Weakneſs, not without a grievous 
Excoriation of the Anus, I took in the Even- 
ing an Infuſion of Tpecacuana for an Eme- 
tic, which gave me three or four Motions ; 
and going to Bed a Doſe of the Confectio Fra- 
caſtorii, and was, according to my Wiſh, hap- 
pily freed from my Diſorder. 
ART. 1604. To anſwer this purpoſe, the Method of 
Fungi muſt be forthwith evacuated by a Vo- Cure. 
mit, and other Means uſed, as was obſerved 
before for the Cure of Poiſons in general. 
Lixivial Salts are of a ſurprizing Efficacy, 
particularly that Lixivium which 1s prepared 
from the, Twigs and Cuttings of the Vine 
when reduced to Aſhes.

ARrT. 1605. After our Treatiſe of Vege- 
table Poiſons in the foregoing Sections, we 
regularly proceed to the more eminent in the 
Claſs of Minerals, both Natural and Artificial, 
and firſt of Arſenic. 

ART. 1606. It is confeſſedly granted that 
Arſenic is a Poiſon of a ſuperior Nature, 
and 1s either Natural or Artificial. The Na- 
tural alſo is of two Sorts ; Orpiment, or the 
Golden or Orange-colour'd: Sandarach, or 
the Red Arſenic. The Artificial, which is 
likewiſe twofold, 1s prepared from theſe by 
Sublimation ; the one kind from Orpiment, 
and is called the White Chryſtaline Arſenic, 
the other from Sandarach, ſimply called Arſe- 
nic. Either Species of theſe inwardly taken, 
produce generally the ſame terrible Symp- 
toms; though Sandarach is rather milder than 
Orpiment, Orpiment than the White Chry- 
ſtalline Arſenic, which laſt is the moſt exalted 
Poiſon. 

ART.1607. The Effects appear by pricking, 


taken inward- twitching, irritating and burning Symptoms, 


whence ariſes a cruel Pain and Heat of Sto- 
mach, a raging Torture of the Bowels, Vo- 
mitings, inſatiable Thirſt, Roughneſs and

The external Application is les being uſed 
of very dangerous Conſequence ; for we have? =, of 
ſeveral Inſtances from Phyſical Authors, of Oe. 
Lives that have been loſt by Ointments, in 
which this was only an Ingredient, ſometimes 
the loſs of Reaſon through Madneſs, ſome- 
times the uſe of-Limbs for ever. 

ART. 1610. Quichſilver can hardly be A4-gentum vi- 
reckon'd in the Claſs of Poiſons, it being vun. 
known to be given in many Caſes without 
Prejudice, to the Quantity of ſome Ounces. 

The external Uſe very often proves much 
more injurious, as appears from thoſe, who, 
in the Venereal Diſeaſe, or the Itch, have 
made the unhappy Experiment; very many 
it hath ſuddenly been deſtructive to; hath 
cauſed a Tremor, Inſenſibility, Palſy, perpe- 
tual Lameneſs, and the like, to ſome; to 
others, an ill, and generally incurable Habit 
of Body. I knew one who, for the Itch, 
made uſe of a Mercurial Girdle about his 
Waſte, upon which all the Parts below be- 
came ſenſeleſs and paralytic. Various but 
fruitleſs means were tried for his Recovery; 
even the Bath, to which he was ſent, did 


a com- 
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a compleat Cure, when all other Attem 


were baffled, by a Mercurial Salivation, and a 
Decoction of the Woods. 


| Mercarizs ART. 1611. Though Quichſilver be not of 


Precipitatus. a virulent Nature, yet ſome Preparations of 
it are exceedingly poiſonous, as the Precipi- 
tate of various Sorts, but above all the Mer- 
curius Sublimatus Corraſivus. This, like rag- 
ing Fire, catches and deſtroys all before it. 
The taking it is immediately ſucceeded by a 

Roughneſs of the Jaws and Tongue, racking 
Pains of the Stomach with a Diſtention of 
the Abdomen, violent Retchings and Vo- 
mitings, with the throwing out of mucous, 
frothy, and often bloody Matter, frequent 
Stools of the ſame, attended with ſevere Pains, 
burning and inſatiable Thirſt, Swelling and 
Inflammation of the Tongue and Jaws, Swoon- 
ings, cold Sweats, Tremblings, Convulſions, 
Morti fication of Stomach and Bowels, which 
ſpeedily cloſes the whole with a miſcrable 


Death. 
Method of ART. 1612. Bleſs us, what a horrible Scene 
Cure. is here! an Inſtance of Wretchedneſs almoſt 


beyond a Poſſibility of Belief! The Efficacy 
of the beſt Means will be owing as much to 
Expedition as their Virtue. The Stomach 
mult immediately be freed from its baneful 
Inmate by an Emetic. The Difficulty of 
theſe Circumſtances challenges at once a Man's 
Bravery and Reſolution. The firſt Inſtruments 
of Defence are to be taken in hand. Of Oil, 
Butter and warm Water ſcarce the meaneſt 
Dwelling 1s deſtitute of, and theſe are prin- 
cipally uſeful in fortifying the inward Parts 
againſt the Stimuli of this Poiſon: They 
give quick and great Annoyance to the Enemy;

g der their Application ſafer for repairing and 
rectifying the miſchievous Injury received. 
f We ſee in the Precipitation of Magiſteries, 
= that all corroſive Qualities in the Solution of |

we preſume that Oleum Tartari per deliquium, 
or Sal Tartari, or Abſynthii, and the like fixed 
Alcalious and Lixivial Salts, may be of ſome 
Efficacy in quelling the outragious Virulence 
of this Mercury ; and ſo indeed they are 
beyond all Autidotes we are yet acquainted with. 
Whatever hath been advanced concerning the 
Powers of the Powder of Chryſtal, and the 
like, I muſt confeſs, ſways very little with 
me. | 

ART. 1613. Mercurius ſublimatus corrgſevus, 
when ſwallowed, muſt, as other Poiſons, be 
immediately diſcharged again by Emetics : 
(ſays Dr. Shaw); and therefore the Arugo 
Aris. to gr. one or two, is recommended by 
him in this Caſe, becauſe quickeſt in Operation. 
This indeed 1s giving Potſon to expel Poiſon, 
which ſome, perhaps, may entertain a favoura- 
ble Notion of; for one Nail drives out 
another, and Fire expels Fire: But I had 
rather combat this Evil by ſafer Methods, and 
on fairer Ground.

of moſt pernicious Conſequence, as alſo ſome 
bad Preparations of Antimony. Thele are 
ſomewhat of the Nature of Arſenic, though 
of a lower Degree, and productive of the 
ſame Symptoms, and therefore require the 
ſame Medicinal Treatment : Subjects ſcarce 
worthy to be particularly diſcuſſed. 

ART.1615.Acid Spirits, as Aqua fortis, Spirit cid Spirirs.

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monly deemed Poiſons : But their pernicious. in 
Property, be it what it will, proceeds moſtly C 
from their being corroſive. Whenever taken 
through Imprudence or Miſtake, they prey ar 
like Fire on the Jaws and Tongue, Stomach of 
and Inteſtines, not without bitter Tortures, at 
the Apprehenſion of immediate Suffocation, al 
and extreme Hazard of Life itſelf. ſe 
The Cure. ART. 1616. Proper and ſpeedy Aſſiſtance V 
muſt be given, which conſiſts in Things being pe 
preſently adminiſtred of a ſoftening and viſcid, tr. 
as alſo fat, oily and mucilaginous Nature. Of E 
themſelves Mucilage of Sem. Cydon. Gum. Tra- 
gacanth, &c. greatly anſwer this Intention. To ro 
repair theſe corroding Injuries, Cow's Milk, Bi 
ſays Montanus, taken largely, according to in 
the Exigence of the Thirſt, which is always fre 
great on this Occaſion, is of extraordinary qc 
Virtue. Fixed Salts likewiſe and Teſtaceous as 
Powders are here very beneficial. WI

Of poiſonous Animals, Vipers Serpents and 
are accounted the chief. In the Bites of Serpents Haders. 


of all Kinds or Vipers, the Poiſon is infuſed 
at the Inſertion of the Teeth, whence follow 
all the fatal Symptoms preſently to be ob- 
ſerved. Authors agree that the Poiſon of the 
Viper is neither diſtinguiſhably low, nor ex- 
peditious in its terrible Operation. We will 
treat of it therefore in this Place as a ſufficient 
Example of the reſt of this Kind. 


ART. 1620. Vipera : The Viper is a vivipa- The Viper. 


rous Animal, other Serpents oviparous. The 
Bite of them is fatal in ſeven Hours, ſometimes 
in not leſs than three Days. Vipers are more 
fretful and venomous in Summer, and conſe- 
quently more ſo in hotter Climates than cold, 
as is the Nature of all Serpents and Adders 
whatſoever. There are two conglomerated 
Glands in the forepart of the Head, to the 
Bulk. of which ſeveral ſmall ones conſpire, 
where nice Diſſection hath diſcovered a Se- 
cretion of yellowiſh Juice. Each of theſe 
Glands covered by one common Membrane 
have an excretory Veſſel; which Veſſels by 
uniting themſelves from a Duct running to the 
Root of the Teeth, which are jagged and per- 
forated, there, in a little Bladder, torm the Re- 
politory of this Liquid, ſcarce exceeding a 
Drop in Quantity. It conſiſts, as appears 
from Dr. Mead's Obſervation, with a Micro- 
ſcope, of Salt Particles exceedingly minute, 
which like very Darts iſſue forth and annoy. 


ART. 1621. The Symptoms following the The Symptoms: 


Bite of a Viper, are ſharp and pricking Pains 
where the Wound was received, a Tumor firſt 
red, and afterwards turning black and blue, 
ſenſibly diſtending itſelf to the neighbouring 
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Parts; the Skin frets and breaks out into little 
Bliſters; in ſome Space of Time a furprif- 
ing Faintneſs enſues, a Pulſe quick, weak, 
and ſometimes intermitting, Palpitation of 
the Heart, Stupefaction of Senſes, great Sick- 
neſs of Stomach with bilious Vomitings, Dul- 
neſs of Sight, ſometimes Pains about the Navel 
or Region of the Liver, Difficulty of Breath- 
ing, Hiccoughs, Tremors, Convulſions, cold 
Sweats, Chillinefs of extreme Parts, and, unlefs 


ſeaſonable recourſe be had to proper Reme- 


dies, or peculiar Vigour and natural Strength 
of the Perſon infected ſtem the Torrent, and 
defeat the Evil, Death is the diſmal Conclu- 
ſion. If the Patient ſhould ſurvive this Mala- 
dy, a Tumour with Inflammation remains 


for ſome time; filthy Corruption keeps oozing 


from the Wound, and ſome little Puſtles break 
out round it like the Herpes exedens, not with- 
out an univerſal Vellowneſs of Skin repreſent- 
ing the Jaundice. 

ART. 1022. The Cure for Poifons received 
into the Body from external Injury is ground- 
ed upon three principal Cautions. Firſt, That 
the Poiſon be immediately extracted. Second- 
ty, That: it be prevented from inſinuating it- 
ſelf deeper. Thirdly, If any of the malignant 
Matter hath made its way into the Arteries 
and Veins, that it muſt be attacked and diſ- 
lodged: by Alexipharmics, as if it had been 


inwardly taken, What Celſus ſays, in rela- 


tion to Bites of Serpents, comprizes the whole 
Practice of the Ancients, namely, that the 
Part muſt be bound above the Wound, tho' 
not ſo hard as to deaden and benumb it; next, 
that the Poiſon be exhauſted by the Applica- 
tion of a Cupping- Glaſs, a deep Scarification 
being firft made, or by the Suction of ano- 
ther Perſon whoſe Mouth is free from any 
22 Sa „ —""_— 
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ulcerous Diforder. By barely taſting the 
Venom of the Serpent it is not communicated, 
but by the Wound; (thoſe that are well 
however have no Occaſion to make the 
Experiment) about which it is very proper to 


make an Inciſion: For waſhing it out after- 


wards, Theriaca and Mithridatiurs muſt be 
diflolved in Spirit of Wine. A young living 
Cock cut aſunder and applied to the Wound 
is very ſerviceable, or the warm Fleſh of Kid 
or Lamb. The Patient ſhould not omit drink- 
ing a Quantity of neat Wine with Pepper, or 
any thing apt to excite Warmth and Heat, 
and not fullering the Juices to ſtagnate, for 
Coldneſs is the fatal Effects of moſt Poiſons. 
All Diuretics being of an attenuating Na- 
ture, are uſeful. As to the Practice of the 
Moderns, we muſt with Mr. Boyle obſerve, 
that a hot Iron held over the Part affected 
immediately after the Bite, ſo checks and 
weakens the Venom, that the Patient is 
reſtored ſafe and ſound, free from any ill 
Conſequence, except a Pain in the Part, and 
that of no Continuance. A far more ſafe and 
expedient Remedy, in the Opinion of others, is 
the thoroughly burning out the Place with an 
actual Cautery. But above all, many Inſtan- 
ces and Experiments evince that the Fat of 
Vipers immediately applied, and rubbed on the 
Wound, works a perfect Cure, nor needs the 
Aſſiſtance of any inward Medicine: * But this 


not being always at hand, and the Venom 


ſoon making its way into and infecting the 
whole Maſs of Blood, we muſt fly for Relief 
to other internal Remedies firſt offering them- 
ſelves, the Principal of which is the Sal Vipe- 
rarum. A ſufficient Quantity given the Pa- 
* Common Sallet Oil rubb'd in warm doth as well. See 
Tranſ. R. S. Ne 443. 2 
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Spiders, 
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tient in Bed, and ſeveral times repeated for 
the raiſing a gentle Sweat, perfects a Cure. 
The moſt uſeful and active AMexipharmics in 
this Caſe are Cardiaca, Bezoartica, Theriacalia, 
Alexiteria, &c. A general preventive Antidote 
hath never yet appeared, nor 1s it reaſonable 
to ſuppoſe it ever will *. 

ART. 1623. Of all Serpents the moſt ve- 
nomous is the Ape: The Wound it gives being 
ſmall as the Prick of a Needle, is ſcarce viſible: 
yet through that is conveyed fo large a Quan- 
tity of noxious Juice, as within few Hours 
infects the whole Frame, and diſpatches a Man 
in a trice. The Symptoms are Heavineſs of 
Head, Dimneſs of Sight, Dulneſs of Senſes, 
Numbneſs, Drowſineis, Paleneſs, Coldneſs, 
frequent Yawnings, Convulſions, and in the 
Space of three Hours, without ſpeedy Relief, 
Death enſues. The Bite of this Animal muſt 
be treated by way of Cure, as that of the Vi- 
per or other Serpents. 

ART. 1624. Though the Species of Spi- 
ders are many, ſome alſo more venomous than 
others, yet all annoy after one and the ſame 
manner, to wit, by infuſing their Poiſon by 
the very little Wound they make; by getting 
or falling into Eatables or Drinkables: Or, 
laſtly, when thrown into the Fire, by offend- 
ing in their very Smoak. A Numbneſs at- 
tends the Part which is bit, not without Cold- 


neſs and Shivering, Swelling of the Belly, 


Flatus of the Inteſtines, Paleneſs of Face, in- 
voluntary Tears, Trembling of the extreme 
Parts, convulſive Symptoms, Cold-Sweats, 
conſtant and fruitleſs Inclination to make Wa- 
ter, Extenſion of the Yard.

conquered, the Pains ceaſe, and the uſual 
Symptoms are prevented. If theſe Creatures 
are ſwallowed, a Vomit muſt be taken, as in 
other virulent Caſes of ſuch internal Harm ; 
common Alexipharmics muſt be preſcribed, 
eſpecially that very excellent one Ręſina Abie- 
tis ficca. Garlic frequently eaten is bene- 
ficial, Vinum Aromatiſatum, &c. 


ART. 1626. Not only the Part affected, Scorpion. 


but the whole Body endures exceſſive Tor- 
ment from the Sting of a Scorpion: Little 
Eruptions ariſe round the Wound, which is

pion himſelf (according to Cz//us) is the grand

laid upon Jive Coals, the wounded Part is re- 
lieved by Suffumigation, and by having af- 
terwards the dead Animal bound upon it. Some 
are for Garlic and Rue beat up and maſhed 


in Oil: But above all external Means, as the 


Fat of the Viper heals the Wound it gives, 
ſo the Oil of Scorpions, in a parallel Caſe, is 
the beſt of Medicines. Internal Remedies here 
are the ſame as are uſed for the Bites of other 
venomous Animals.

Man. Granting they have no Teeth, yet 


their Gums being hard and rough, by a power. 
ful Adheſion ſo operate upon the Part, as to 
force through the Pores of it the malignant 
Juice over the whole Body. The virulent 
Quality of theſe Animals 1s exalted by their 


Rage, and conſiſts chiefly,in their Excrements, 


particularly a ſharp Urine impregnated with a 


burning volatile Salt, derived from their Food, 


ſuch as thoſe little Beetles found in their Sto- 
mach or Gut: For Toads, when dead, are 
affirmed to be no way poiſonous. They diſ- 
charge their Venom on Herbs by rom. ſpit- 
ting and vomiting, eſpecially on Strawberries, 
which they are ſaid to be very greedy of. This 
is not only deſtructive by its getting into the 
Body, but by barely being ſprinkled upon the 
Skin, unleſs preſently waſhed off by Urine 
or Salt Water. . 
ARr. 1629. By this Infection the Patient 


turns yellow, ſwells throughout, a Stammer- 


ing enſues with Blackneſs of Lips and Tongue, 


an Aſthmatic Shortneſs of Breath, Vomiting, 
Cold- ſweat, Giddinefs, Convulſion, Swoon- 
ing, Death. If it be taken in at the Mouth, 


the Phyſician muſt of Conſequence preſcribe a 


Vomit, order a Clyſter, reduce the Strength 
of the Malignancy by warm and attenuating 
Alexiterics, as Theriaca and Mitbridatium 
diſſolved in generous Wine; and at laſt diſſi- 
pate and diſpel it by bathing in Salt- Water, 


and uſing much and vigorous Exerciſe.

ART. 1630. Cantharides in their external 
Application are ſometimes injurious to the 
Bladder, cauſe Strangury, even excite bloody 
Urine. Inwardly taken from their Admiſſion 
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to Emiſſion they corrode, inflame, and ulce- 
rate, affect the Palate with a Taſte like that of 
Roſin of Cedar or Pine, are principally inju— 
rious to the Urinary Paſſages, cauling an in- 
flammatory Heat, Excoriation, continued 
Erection of the Penis, bloody and painful 
Strangury or Suppreſſion of Urine of all kinds, 
a Mortification of the Urinary Veſſels, and 
Death itſelf. 


ArT. 1631. The Method of Cure conſiſts The Cure. 


firſt in ejecting the Cantharides as ſoon as poſ- 
ſible, and that by a Vomit with warm Wa- 
ter, or fat Broths. Clyſters muſt likewiſe be 
injected of a diluting and oily Nature. For 
blunting the acrimonious Particles the Patient 
muſt drink freely of Milk Meſſes, Emulſions, 
and whatever is oily and mucilaginous. The 
Lemnien Earth is much eſteemed for this Uſe, 
and, as D. Gronvelt aſſerts, Camphire is moſt 
excellent.

various Metals, and the like; theſe received 
into the Body, like little Knives cut and lance 
the Bowels, and operating with a haſty or flow 
Fatality, elude the Skill of the Phyſician. 


ART. 1933. There yet remains another ſort πj Di- 


of Poiſons, ſuch as vinous Spirits and intoxi-/ 
cating diſtilled Liquors: The frequent and 
exceſſive Tipling of them, as is the Practice of 
each returning Day, hath deſtroyed Myriads 
of Mortals, nay, Hundreds of Thouſands 
more than all the Poiſons put together; whence 
I uſed to ſtile this moſt pernicious and depo- 
pulating Evil emphatically, The Harm; it 
Proves not only the Parent of very many, and 
thoſe the worſt of Diſeaſes, but to Numbers

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ſerves not the Appellation of Poiſon, I muſt 
confeſs I know not what does. (See Art. 1572, 
1573.) Spirit of Wine taken inwardly is Death 
to almoſt all Creatures; to Vegetables of all 
Denominations without Exception, when ap- 
plied by way of Pabulum, even to the Parent 
Vine whence itſelf 1s derived. 

ART. 1634. The generous Phyſician hath 
here an unpleaſant Taſk upon his hands. Men 
addicted to theſe ſpirituous Liquors abomina- 
bly ſacrifice Day, Night, and themſelves to 
continually ſipping, as it were, a liquid Fire. 
When all Digeſtion is loſt, the Solids un- 
braced, the Juices corrupted ; when the hu- 
man Fabrick, which hath been long totter- 
ing, is juſt falling to the Ground, then are we 
called in to its Support. Well, what muſt we 
do? even turn Scavengers; and ten to one 
but after all the Diſcharges made, after the 
emptying Piſs-pots and Cloſe-ſtools, the a- 
bandoned Sot returns at once like a Sow that 


is waſhed to wallowing in the Mire. Thus he 


irrecoverably proſtitutes his Health to the laſt, 


being prodigal of that Life of which he 


ought to be moſt tender, and his early Period 
is the conſequence of Intemperance. What 
advantageth then the Door, and what the 
Drvine ? Fruitleſs would be the Endeavours 
even of a Luke himſelf in both his Capacities, 
either as Phy/ician or Evangeliſt. Deaf as a 


Rock to all Counſel and Perſuaſion, he runs 


into the very Arms of Death, and courts De- 
ſtruction. To this he is prompted by an 
eternal Thirſt, which he greedily indulges, 
and the greater the Indulgence, the greater 
the Thirſt; the Thirſt of thoſe pernicious di- 
ſtilled Liquors, with which the Tragic Scene 
is expeditiouſly cloſed, and the diſmal Ca- 
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taſtrophe in the laſt Moments is the finiſhing 
both his Bottle and himſelf. 


ART. 1635. O Temperance ! thou Source The Praiſe of 
of human Bliſs, far exceeding our Praiſe and Temperance. 


Admiration ! the Glory and Security of the 
firſt Age of the World, which, for thy Sake 
alone, was accounted golden ! the diſtinguiſh- 
able Beauty of Saturn's happy Reign; ever 
held in Favour by the Good and Virtuous, 
ever to be equally embraced to the lateſt 
round of Time! If Virtue then may have a 
Being, thou art, if any thing be ſuch, the 
very principal and laſt Promoter of real 
Comfort and Compoſure of Serenity, both of 
Mind and Body. Thoſe that regard thee, 
thou regardeſt, crowning a length of Years 
with Health and Pleaſure, with a Counte- 


nance chearful and amiable, with Limbs briſk 


and active: Such, in ſhort, are thy Gifts and 
Graces, as extort Applauſe and Encomiums 
from thy very Enemies ; ſuch thy Worth, as 
the moſt Intemperate muſt acknowledge,

ART. 1636. Having thus ſhadowed out, as 
my propoſed Method of treating of Poiſons 
(eſpecially the more noted) required, their 
Nature, Manner of Operation, and Method of 
Cure, it may be no abuſe of Time to give 
ſome few Hints for a Phyſician's forming a 
regular Judgment on Yiew, if called - pet

ſpect a dead Body, the ſudden Death of 
which, attended with ſeveral Circumſtances, 
may have cauſed Suſpicion of Poiſon. But 
this indeed might be gathered from precede- 
ing Articles, due regard being had to the par- 
ticular Poiſons. The Surface of the Body 
diſtended and ſwoln, black, brown, or livid 


Spots, a Tongue tumified and blackiſh, black 
Nails, or yellowiſh, eaſily ſipping off, a ſpon- 
. eancous Falling off of Hair even in whole 
Locks, are very evident Tokens that the Per- 


Jon was taken off by ſome corroſive Metallic 
or Vegetable Poiſon. Upon opening the Bo- 
dy, it the Bowels appear black and blue, or 
of an orange Colour, or blackiſh ; if there 
be Gangtenes and Mortifications of the Sto- 
mach and Inteſtines, theſe alſo are flagrant 
Teſtimonies, if preceded by conſtant Vo- 
miting, painful Pinchings of the Guts, blood 

Stools, Heat of Urine, Yawnings, 8 
ſions, Swoonings, Cold-Sweats, Palpitation of 
Heart, Loſs of Speech, and other deplorable 
Symptoms of that Kind. Narcotics and Opi- 
ates leave (to the beſt of my Knowledge) 
no outward Shew of themſelves, except the 
Eyes being horribly fixed: For what Indi- 


cations they make before, you mult conſult 


Art. 1595. But in giving Judgment from the 
Signs .abovemention'd, it behoves a Phyſician 
to be very prudent in forming, and very diffi- 
dent in pronouncing it: For all theſe, 
which are known to reſult from the corroſive 
Quality of the Poiſon, may poſſibly be the 
Effect of a ſharp and inbred Humour, ariſing 
merely from a vitiated Habit of Body. More 


adviſable therefore will it be without convinc- 


ing Proof, to abſolve the Guilty, than by 


any means condemn the Innocent, which is 


entirely 


re o uu 
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entirely agreeable to all Laws both divine 
and human. But ſome Caſes are ſo manifeſt 
and glaring as to demand at once another 
kind of Sentence. . 


The EPILOGUE, 


HAT I undertook is now brought 
to a Concluſion, where I muſt beg 
leave to give the candid Reader one ſerious 
Admonition, that he ſhould conſider theſe little 
Commentaries as originally wrote for private 
Uſe and help of Memory, therefore not over 
correct, regular and ſkilful. Very few Gen- 
tlemen, I am apt to think, converſant with 
the Practice of Phyſick, are deſtitute of bet- 
ter Supplies from their own Obſervations 
and Collections. But ſince things of this 
nature have often different Aſpects, and eclip- 
ſed rather than enlightened ; and the Senti- 
ments of Men are not altogether the ſame, it 
may be no way unreaſonable to conclude, that 
others may reap ſome Advantage from my 
Labours, as I (to ſpeak the Truth) have a 
plentiful Harveſt from the Lucubrations of 
others. | 

I muſt yet farther intreat, that no one 


would give too credulouſly into what is ad- 


vanced in theſe ſhort Sketches and Obſerva- 
tions, but rather by all means conſult the 
Authors from whom they are derived. For 
in tranſcribing, I may probably have given 
ſome — Turn to their Sentiments; I 
may have delivered them in an obſcure or im- 

erfect manner, if not wholly miſtaken them.
